Washington, June 
15.—Pi'esi- 


dent Roosevelt issued the follow- 
ing bulletin this afternoon: 


"When the two governments 


(Russia and Japan) were unable 
to agree upon either Chefoo or 
Paris, the 
President 
suggested 


the Hague, but both governments 
have now requested that Wash- 
ington be chosen as the place of 
meeting of the plenipotentiaries 
and the President has according- 
ly formally notified both govern- 
ments that Washington will be so 
selected." . 


Following the announcement, 


Secretary Loeb said: "If after 
the organization of the. plenipo- 
tentaries in Washington, it is 
found too hot here the meeting 
can be adjourned to some summer 
resort in the north." Owing to 
the uncomfortable character of 
the elimat&Jn Washington during 
the summer months this probably 
will be done. The most likely 
northern resort is Newport, trie 
summer home of many diplomats 
accredited to this capital. Man- 
chester by the sea is also suggest- 
ed. 


For several days the belliger- 


ents were at odds, Russia insist- 
ing on Paris and Japan on some 
point in Manchuria or 
Chefoo. 


No prospect being in sight for 
agreement, the 
President sug- 


gested The Hague. This was not 
satisfactory to Japan. 
Japan 


practically, as an ultimatum, sug- 
gested Washington and Russia 
assented. 


St. Petersburg, June 15.—It "is un- 


derstood that the first task of the 
plenipotentiaries will be the conclu- 
sion of a limited armistice. This must 
come soon in order to avoid a general 
engagement, which reports from the 
front indicate that Field 
Marshal 


Oyama is already launching. 


Washington, June 15.—The one point 


to which the energies of those directly 
concerned, in peace -negotiations are 
being directed is the choice of a place 
for the holding of the conference of 
the plenipotentiaries of the belligerent 
powers. 
I' is known officially that 


three cities now are under considera- 
tion by Russia and Japan. These cit- 
ies, named in the order of the likeli- 
hood of their final selection, are Wash- 
ington, The Hague and Geneva. Up to 
the present time no decision has been 
reached. Paris and London have been 
eliminated from the equation. It is 
understood that the Russian govern- 
ment objects to an Asiatic city, its 
preference being for some European 
capital. After objecting to the hold- 
ing of the conference in Paris, the 
Japanese government expressed a wil- 
lingness to consider other 
places 


whk,": afforded" adequate facilities, al- 
though it is assumed Japan's prefer- 
ence would be some far eastern city, 
practically within the theater of war. 
Finally, however, the selection seems 
to have narrawed down to the three 
cities named. 
Objections have been 


made by the 'apanese to The Hague, 
but it is not believed those objections 
are fundamental or unalterable. How- 
ever, as fhe situation now is. Wash- 
ington appears to be the city most 
likely to be selected. It can be said 
on authority that if the conference is 
held in the United States it will be 
held in Washington. No other place 
in this country has been considered 
seriously. 
An announcement of the 


selection of the place of holding the 
conference is expected within a few 
days.

Louisville, June 15—The 
Confeder- 


ate veterans in reunion today pas&eil 
a resolution that all sectional bitter- 
ness 'be averted by Confederate writ- 
ers and no effort be spared to do jus- 
tice to the brave men who fought for 
the North, and that "We condemn the 
cruel shackling of Jeff Davis after he 
was imprisoned." 


Louisville, Ky., June 15.—For the 


second time in five years the United 
Confederate Veterans and auxiliary 
organizations gathered in Louisville 
for their annual rueunion, their recep- 
tion under a blazing sun and with 
miles of brilliant banting flying in the 
breeze being in strong contrast to the 
weather conditions five years ago, 
when record-breaking rains prevailed 
during the entire period of the re-' 
union. The decorations this year are 
on a lavish scale, and it is remarked 
that the American flag predominates. 
The big reunion was officially opened

sponse to a telegram from Conductor 
Salisbury of a Great Northern train, 
sent from Buford, stating that he had 
a bad man locked in a box car and 
asking that an officer meet the train, 
Chief of Police Markell met the train 
when it arrived here. When the door 
•was opened one man presented him- 
self and held up his hands when or- 
dered to do so. Another appeared, 
but refused to surrender and dodged 
back in the car. The second time he 
showed himself the officer fired. The 
bullet hit the man in the 
head 


and he died two hours later. He was 
arrayed in a complete cowboy outfit, 
including a big six-shooter.

Oxford, O., June 15.—At the annual 


commencement exercises 
of 
Miami 


university to..ay Secretary of 
War 


Taft delivered a 
carefully 
prepared 


address on the principal international 
and domestic issues of the day. 


Early in his speech he referred to 


the successful part tne United States 
is playing in the effort to bring the 
war in the far East to an end. 


''President Roosevelt," he said, "has 


felt justified in speaking to the bellig- 
erents a message from the world that 
the time has come for a settlement by 
peaceful means of the controversies 
between the two nations and for an 
ending of the awful loss of life and 
property, and of the woeful disturb- 
ance of business that a continuance 
of the war entails. 
The personality 


01 the President has had much to do 
with the willingness of the powers to 
allow him to intervene. 


"While 
congratulat ng 
ourselves, 


however^ on having advanced far to- 
ward an idea! of a civilized nation, 
the secretary thought it well to con- 
sider some issues in respect to which 
we had taken a wrong position. 


He referred particularly to the in- 


discriminate enforcement of the Chi- 
nese exclusion laws, it .appeared, that 
in the effort to catch in the meshes of 
the law every coolie laborer entering 
the country 
we had exposed to 


contumely insult, arrest and discom- 
fort many of the merchants and stu- 
dents of China who had a right 
to 


come to the United States. 


He contended that it was better to 


disregaid the unreasonable demands 
of a portion of a community in the far 
West who were deeply prejudiced up- 
on this subject and to insist upon ex- 
tending due justice and courtesy to a 
people from whom we were likely to 
derive such an immense benefit in the 
way of international trade. 


On the general subject of the Phil- 


ippines he said he did not for a mo- 
ment contend that for years 
they 


would prove anything but a burden to 
the United States.

Chicago, June 15.—A large number 


of the retail grocers of the city have 
addressed a communication to Mayor 
Dunne in which they demand the re- 
vocation of the licenses of team own- 
ers who decline to make deliveries to 
boycotted houses. The attention of 
the mayor is called by the retail 
grocers to sections of the municipal 
code which render discriminations as 
at present practiced by the team own- 
ers a misdemeanor. If the mayor 
acts a? requested by the retail grocers 
the team owners will be forced to 
take the chances of a strike or lose 
their licenses. A special meeting of 
the team owners will be called as 
soon as Mayor Dunne announces what 
course he will pursue in complying 
with the demands of the grocers. 


Arthur Tall, a union driver, was 


shot by a policeman who was escort- 
ing a lumber wagon and fatally hurt. 
Tall -was sitting in a wagon which 
had stopped to allow several lumber 
wagons escorted by police to pass. He 
jeered the officers and drivers, and 
one of the policemen drew his re- 
volver and fired. The ball struck Tall 
in the back. The policeman who did 
the shooting jumped from the wagon 
and disappeared. Later Officer Lo- 
mains Goudie was arrested, charged 
with the shooting. He would not ad- 
mit or deny that he had fired the shot.

DEAD 


No One Has Yet Been Pun- 


ished For Negligence. 


That Caused the Horror In Ea 


River One Year Ago Today- 
Memorial Services Will 
Be 


Held Tonight In Church From 
Which Ill-Fated Excursionists 
Started. 


New York, June 13—One year ago 


today one thousand and Ihiity-one pas- 
sengers lost their lives in (he burning 
and sinking of the excursion Si earner 
General Slocum, in the East 
ri\er. 


Two hundred and 
sixty-six persons 


were injured in the wor.it maiine dis- 
aster that ever occurred in wileis. No 
one has been punished for the criminal 
negligence which made the disaster 
possible. 


A granite monument will he unveil- 


ed at Middle Village, L. I., this after- 
noon to the unidentified dead, and to- 
night a memorial service will be held 
at St. Mary's Lutheran church, from 
which the party of fourteen hundred 
excursionists set out a year ago to en- 
joy a day on the sound. 


Tlie excursionists were mostly wo- 


men and children. While off North 
Brothers island it was seen that the 
boat was on fire. A dread panic fol- 
lowed. Women and children jumped 
overboard by the score. Life preserv- 
ers were seized, but fell apart because 
they were rotten with ago, or filled 
with powdered cork, which failed to 
maintain the weight of a body in wat- 
er. Others who remained on the boat 
perished in the flames. Official investi- 
gation disclosed that the cause was a 
gross lack of_proper life saving appli- 
ances on the~boat~ and" for "this one 
man, 
Henry Lund berg, probationary 


assistant local inspector who passed on 
the lifesaving appliances on the steam- 
er, was on trial three times but each 
time the federal jury disagreed. Sev- 
en other men including the inspectors 
of live saving devices, the master and 
nominal owners of the craft have been 
indicted, but hecause^f the failure to 
convict Lunberg, they will probably 
never bo brought to trial. 


GUILTY OF CONTEMPT

On the advice of his 
counsel he not only declined to an- 
swer questions, but to produce the pa- 
peis asked for, taking the ground that 
ha was protected by his constitutional 
rights.

SO PRESIDENT SAYS. 


An Official Announcement 
Is Made This Afternoon. 


If Washington Is Too Hot Ad- 


journment to Some Cool North- 
ern Resort Will Be Made, Says 
Secretary 
Loeb—Chefoo 
and 


Paris Were Rejected and Bell- 
igerents Named Washington. 


Washington, June 15.—Pi'esi- 


dent Roosevelt issued the follow- 
ing bulletin this afternoon: 


"When the two governments 


(Russia and Japan) were unahle 
to agree upon either Chefoo or 
Paris, the President 
suggested 


the Hague, but both governments 
have now requested that Wash- 
ington be chosen as the place of 
meeting of the plenipotentiaries 
and the President has according- 
ly formally notified both govern- 
ments that Washington will be so 
selected." , 


Following the announcement, 


Secretary Loeb said: "If after 
the organization of the. plenipo- 
tentaries in Washington, it is 
found too hot here the meeting 
can be adjourned to some summer 
resort in the north." Owing to 
the uncomfortable character of 
the climate in .Washington during 
the summer months this probably 
will be done. The most likely 
northern resort is Newport, the 
summer home of many diplomats 
accredited to this capital. Man- 
chester by the sea is also suggest- 
ed. 


For several days the belliger- 


ents were at odds, Russia insist- 
ing on Paris and Japan on some 
point in Manchuria or 
Chefoo. 


No prospect being in sight for 
agreement, the 
President 
sug- 


gested The Hague. This was not 
satisfactory to Japan. 
Japan 


practically, as an ultimatum, sug- 
gested Washington 
and Russia 


assented. 


St. Petersburg, June 15.—It "is un- 


derstood that the first task of the 
plenipotentiaries will be the conclu- 
sion of a limited armistice. This must 
come soon in order to avoid a general 
engagement, which reports from the 
front indicate that Field 
Marshal 


Oyama is already launching. 


Washington, June 15.—The one point 


to which ttie energies of those directly 
concerned, in peace -negotiations are 
being directed is the choice of a place 
for the holding of the conference of 
the plenipotentiaries of the belligerent 
powers, r is known officially that 
three cities now are under considera- 
tion by Russia and Japan. These cit- 
ies, named in the order of the likeli- 
hood of their final selection, are Wash- 
ington, The Hague and Geneva. Up to 
the present time no decision has been 
reacted. Paris and London have been 
eliminated from the equation. It is 
understood that the Russian govern- 
ment objects to an Asiatic city, its 
preference being for some European 
capital. After objecting to the hold- 
ing of the conference in Paris, the 
Japanese government expressed a wil- 
lingness to consider 
other 
places 


whiv/i afforded" adequate facilities, al- 
though it is assumed Japan's prefer- 
ence would be some far eastern city, 
practically within the theater of war. 
Finally, however, the selection seems 
to have narrawed down to the three 
cities named. 
Objections have been 


made by the .'apanese to The Hague, 
but it is not believed those objections 
are fundamental or unalterable. How- 
ever, as fhe situation now is. Wash- 
ington appears to be the city most 
likely to be selected. It can be said 
on authority that if the conference is 
hold in the United States it will be 
held in Washington. No other place 
in this country has been considered 
seriously. 
An announcement of the 


selection of the place of holding the 
conference is expected within a few 
days.

Williston. N. D.. June 15. — In re- 


sponse to a telegram from Conductor 
Salisbury of a Great Northern train, 
sent from Buford. stating that he had 
a bad man locked in a box car and 
asking that an officer meet the train, 
Chief of Police Markell met the^ train 
when it arrived here. When the door 
was opened one man presented him- 
self and held up his hands when or- 
dered to do so. Another appeared, 
but refused to surrender and dodged 
back in the car. The second time he 
showed himself the officer fired. The

He referred particularly to the in- 


discriminate enforcement of the Chi- 
nese exclusion laws._ it Appeared- that 
in the effort to catch in the meshes of 
the law every coolie laborer entering 
the country 
we had exposed to 


contumely insult, arrest and discom- 
fort many of the merchants and stu- 
dents of China who had a right to 
come to the United States. 


He contended that it was better to 


disregard the unreasonable demands 
of a portion of a community in the far 
West who were deeply prejudiced up- 
on this subject and to insist upon ex- 
tending due justice and courtesy to a 
people from whom we were likely to 
derive such an immense benefit in the 
way of international trade. 


On the general subject of the Phil- 


ippines he said he did not for a mo- 
ment contend that for 
years they 


would prove anything but a burden to 
the United States.

If the mayor 
acts a? requested by the retail grocers 
the team owners will be forced to 
take the chances of a strike or lose 
their licenses. A special meeting of 
the team owners will be called as 
soon as Mayor Dunne announces what 
course he will pursue in complying 
with the demands of the grocers.

depression. He claimed that he had 
received a message from the "Great 
Spirit" and that he was to be hereaf- 
ter endowed with supernatural pow- 
ers.

mission was to go 


among the Indians, heal them of their 
ills and cure them 
of their drink 


habit. 


In performing his feats of healing 


Weinito's method is to place a black 
eagle feather in ea<ch hand of a sick 
or drunken person or one who has 
committed a crime, and after closing 
both eyes tightly and muttering a few 
mystic words to give his subject a sud- 
den, twirl to the left. The subject falls 
to the gorund, and if a criminal 
goes through the various motions of 
his former crime or crimes. Should the 
Indian be sick Weinito touches the af- 
flicted part and pulls out the disease 
while in the case of a drunknen In- 
dian he is never able to keep liquor 
on his stomach again. 


The UmatiHa Indians look upon 


Weinito as a most supernatural being 
and all worship him frantically. Many 
of the Indians regard him as being in 
close touch with Sahelie, one of the 
great gods of Indian mythology. 


Weinito himself claims to be a dis- 


ciple of Smo-Hollow, an aged Indian 
Spiritualist, who is credited with hav- 
ing embroiled the Indians during the 
outbreak of "the Nez Perces in 1878.

The 
man who makes them has had the con- 
tract for nearly a generation; his 
father had it before him, and it seams 
likely to descend to the third genera- 
tion. 


Just one thing makes it possible for 


the present contractor to hold 
and 


transmit his contract, and that is the 
fact that he has a secret process of 
hardening the face of his dyes so that 
they last longer than any hardened 
by other processes. 
The process is 


an inheritance, and the contractor has 
two sons associated with him, one or 
both of whom will inherit the secret. 


Nearly 20 years ago the contractor, 


now getting to be an old man, was 
ordered by his 
physician 
to 1 eave 


Washington and to live near salt wa- 
ter. He pitched upon the little North- 
umberland county harbor as the scene 
of his life and labors.
